To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

Rural  District  Council  of  Chanctonbury 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1967* 

The  Estimated  Mid-Year  Horae  Population  was  25,570 
persons ,. this  being  220  more  than  in  I966.  A Table  on 
p.a/^e  11  and  a Graph  on  page  12  show  statistics  relating 
to  population  and  births  and  deaths  for  the  years  I96O- 
1967  (inclusive). 

From  the  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  population 
has  increased  over  the  years  from  22,270  in  I96O  to 
25,570  in  1967?  a total  increase^f  3)300. 

Turning  to  the  Graph  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Adjusted  Birth  Rate  ?/hich  can  be  compa.red  with  the  Rate 
for  England  & Wales  kept  very  close  to  that  for  England 
& Wales  until  I966  when  it  was  slightly  higher  and  this 
has  been  repeated  in  1967* 

The  Adjusted  Death  Rate  for  Chanctonbury  was  alpaost 
the  same  as  for  England  & Wales  from  i960  to  I963  but  in 
1964  it  fell  below  the  England  Wales  figure  and  this 
trend  has  continued. 

The  Infant  Death  Rate  has  fluctuated  considerably 
over  the  years  covered  in  the  graph.  Such  fluctuations 
are  to  be  expected  with  a small  population.  The  ille/^dit'^ 
iraacy  rate  has  increa,sed  gradually  since  1963*  There  ha.vi 
been  no  maternal  deaths  over  the  period  under  review. 

Cancer  deaths  numbered  72  and  accounted  for  I9.8',. 
of  the  deaths  in  1967  (65  and  19.4%  in  I966). 
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In  1967  the  Council,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  270  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1956,  paid 
compensation  in  the  sum  of  £221.  13s.  Od.  together  with 
Solicitors  fees  of  £28.5s.Od.  and  Accountants  fees  of 
£4,4R.0d.  to  a person  on  wViom  a Notice  was  served 
requiring  him  to  discontinue  his  occupation  of  food 
handling  while  he  was  affected  with  a food  poisoning 
ge  rm . 

The  above  brings  to  light  other  aspects  of  dysentery 
and  food  poisoning  in  addition  to  the  illness,  viz, the 
time  lost  from  v/ork  and  the  payment  of  compensation. 
Outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  are  the  result  of  careless- 
ness in  personal  hygiene  by  someone.  If,  therefore, 
everyone  practised  a high  standard  of  personal  hygiene 
these  diseases  would  disappear. 

It  will  be  seen  on  page  I4  that  there  are  some 
unsdiisfactory  private  water  supplies  in  the  District. In 
respect  of  one  of  these  the  Council  approached  the  North 
West  Sussex  Water  Board  in  19^7  with  a viev;  to  the  poss- 
ible provision  of  a water  supply  to  the  properties 
concerned.  The  Water  Board  replied,  however, that  it 
'would  be  necessary  to  lay  a new  main  and  that  this 
expense  could  not  be  justified  at  the  present  time. 

Poultry  Processing.  There  has  been  a great  development 
in  the  production  and  marketing  of  dressed  poultry  over 
the  last  ten  years.  In  the  Chanctonbury  District  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  birds  processed  in  I967  as 
compared  v/ith  I966  has  been  phenomenal  viz:  from  just 
under  half  a million  birds  to  just  over  two  million. 

Such  rapid  expansion  of  the  trade  must  be  accompanied 
by  high  standards  of  cleanliness  if  cross  contamination 
is  to  be  avoided  . During  the  year  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  have  made  frequent  visits  to  the  poultry 
processing  premises  in  the  District. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  and  W)Tks  Committee  for  their  interest 
and  support.  I also  thank  the  other  Chief  Officers  for 
information  they  have  supplied  for  this  Report,  and 
the  staff  of  my  Department.

Two  river  valleys,  the  Adur  and  the  Arun,  cut  through  this 
range,  the  River  Adur  finding  its  outlet  to  the  sea  at 
Shoreham-by-Sea , and  the  River  Arun  at  Littlehampton, 

The  District  is  mainly  residential.  Industrial 
hereditaments  represent  of  the  rateable  value.  Approx- 
imately 10?o  of  the  dwellings  are  rated  as  agricultural 
dwellings.

Dysentery  The  notifications  of  Dysentery  related  to  an 
outbreak  in  Storrington.  Enquiries  and  investigations 
of  contacts  revealed  approximately  thirty  other  persons 
either  suffering  from  the  disease  or  carrying  the  infection. 
A number  of  persons  affected  were  employed  in  the  food 
handling  business  and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  notices  in 
accordc\nce  with  the  Public  Heal th( Infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations,  1953  requiring  them  to  discontinue  their 
occupation  while  infected. 

Tuberculosis  One  of  the  persons  notified  as  suffering  from 
respiratory  tuberculosis  in  196?  died  from  the  disease.  The 
person  was  a male  aged  6l  years.

PUBLIC  WATSi^  SUPPLY 


The  North  West  Sussex  V/ater  Board  is  the  Stc-^tory  V/ater 
Undertaker  for  the  whole  of  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District 
and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  T.R.Ellson  C.Eng.M.I.Hech.E, ,A.M.I,W.E, 
Engineer  to  the  Board,  for  the  information  which  follows 
regarding  the  public  supply  to  the  Chtmctonbury  District  for 
the  period  1st.  April  19^7  to  31st.  March  1968, 

The  quantity  of  water  has  been  adequate  and  the  quality 
has  been  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical  analyses  were 
carried  out  throughout  the  year.  The  Table  on  page  15  gives 
a summary  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  waters 
put  into  supply  at  source  and  also  at  points  within  the 
distribution  system.  The  accepted  standard  of  ‘'not  less  than 
95^  of  samples  should  be  free  from  coliform  types  per  100 
mis."  has  been  adequately  achieved,  and  no  suspected  pollution 
access  problems  have  arisen  during  the  period  under  review. 

The  Table  on  page  l6  shows  the  tabulated  results  of  the 
raw  and  final  waters  for  the  chemical  constituents  (average 
figures) . 

Most  of  the  houses  throughout  the  District  receieve  the 
public  supply.  The  supply  is  direct  to  the  houses. 

The  only  standpipes  are  on  the  caravan  sites,  there  being 
35  standpipes  sited  on  fourteen  caravan  sites.  In  each  case 
there  is  also  a supply  of  drinking  water  direct  from  the 
mains  to  taps  in  the  sanitary  blocks  provided  under  the  site 
licence  conditions. 


During  196? » 22  samples  were  taken  by  my  department.  The 
reports  on  2Q  samples  were  satisfactory.  Two  samples  taken  as 
a result  of  complaints  of  the  water  supply  being  discoloured 
showed  an  excess  of  iron  which  while  harmless  to  health  made 
the  water  discoloured  and  unattractive  in  appearance.  Enquiry 
from  the  Water  Board  revealed  that  a fractured  main  had  been 
the  cause, 

PRIVATE  Water  SUPPLIES 

A small  nimiber  of  properties  in  the  District  have  a private 
water  supply.  This  is  usually  a well  and  the  supply  is  not 
filtered  or  chlorinated.  Samples  v;ere  taken  during  the  year 
and  some  results  were  satisfactory  and  others  from  the  same 
source  showed  faecal  coli.  This  occurred  also  with  one  chlor- 
inated supply.

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CHEMIC;iL  ANALYSIS  OF  FINAL  WATERS  FOR  YEAR  ENDED  31st  MARCH,  I968 
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SSlVEHAGii:  MD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


In  1967  the  scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of  the  parish 
of  Coldwaltham,  including  Watersfield,  was  completed  apart  from 
the  connection  of  properties  to  the  sewers.  This  completed  the 
Council's  Comprehensive  Drainage  programme  making  a total  of 
l4  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  now  on  main  drainage. 

Proposals  for  the  provision  of  surface  water  drainage  at 
Steyning  and  foul  drainage  to  parts  of  the  Maudlyn  area  of 
Bramber  were  submitted  to  the  Minister  in  December  I967.  As 
regards  the  drainage  of  the  Heath  Common  area,  progress  has 
continued  on  the  preparation  of  proposals  for  submission  to  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


For  the  purpose  of  refuse  collection  the  District  is 
divided  into  7 areas,  dealt  with  by  7 vehicles  and  a total  of 
24  men  and  a foreman. 

All  urban  communities  are  afforded  a weekly  collection 
and  a fortnightly  collection  is  given  to  outlying  properties. 
Approximately  8670  of  the  population  of  the  District  receive 
a weekly  collection  and  1%’;?  a fortnightly  collection.  Collection 
is  made  from  the  rear  of  premises  and  carried  out  by  the  skep 
system. 

Of  the  7 service  vehicles,  1 is  a modern  55  cu.  yd. 

Bedford  Pakamatic  compaction  compression  vehicle;  5 vehicles 
are  I8  cu.  yd.  fore  and  aft  tippers  and  1 is  a 12  cu.  yd.  side 
loader.  An  additional  vehicle  is  kept  in  reserve  in  case  of 
emergency. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at 
three  sites  within  the  District  i.e.  a worked  out  sandpit  at 
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Washington  serves  the  entire  western  part  of  the  District; 
a controlled  tip  on  low  lying  ground  at  Steyning  serves  the 
central  area  and  a controlled  tip  at  Small  Dole  is  available 
for  disposal  of  refuse  from  the  eastern  area.  One  man  is 
employed  at  each  tip.  At  Washington  and  Steyning  tips 
mechanical  shovels  are  used. 

The  services  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  and  of  Refuse 
Collection  and  Disposal  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Surveyor, 


PUBLIC  HEiUiTH  ACT  1936 

The  Statutory  Notices  served  in  19^7  related  to  unsatis- 
factory drainage  of  premises. 

Notices  under  Sections  39  and  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
1936  v;ere  served  on  the  owners  of  Cosy  Nook,  Crescent  Rise, 
Thakeham,  requiring  them, to  replace  the  existing  Elsan  closet 
with  a water  closet  and  connect  the  property  to  the  public 
sewer. 

The  Council,  however,  deferred  action  on  this  Notice  until 
March  I968  in  view  of  a letter  from  Solicitors  acting  for  the 
owner  indicating  that  the  property  had  been  vacated  and  would 
not  be  re-let  in  its  present  condition. 


NOISE  /abatement  ACT  I96O 


This  Act  makes  provisions  in  respect  of  the  control  of 
noise  and  vibration  with  a view  to  their  abatement. 

Six  complaints  alleging  nuisance  from  noise  were  received 
during  the  year.  These  related  to  noise  from  a private  dwelling; 
noise  from  a bird  scarer  (3  complaints);  noise  from  an  engineer- 
ing wrks;  and  noise  from  factory  premises. 

One  complaint  was  not  substantiated.  In  the  other  cases 
the  noise  was  abated  or  reduced. 


RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTff^R  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT  1931 

This  Act  is  designed  to  secure  the  use  of  "clean"  filling 
materials  in  upholstered  and  other  articles  which  are  stuffed 
or  lined.  One  factory  in  the  District  under  this  Act. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMETylTS  ACT  I963

PREVICNTION  OF  DAI'-IAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  19^9 


The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  make  permanent  provision 
for  preventing  loss  of  food  by  infestation.  Under  this  Act 
the  local  authority  must  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary 
to  secure  as  far  as  practicable  that  their  district  is  kept 
free  from  rats  and  mice  and  must  keep  such  records  and  make 
such  reports  relating  to  their  functions  under  this  part  of 
the  Act  as  may  be  required  by  any  directions  given  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

In  1967  377  complaints  were  received  and  2,159  visits 
were  made  by  the  Rodent  Operator,

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Registered  Food  Premises 


In  accordance  with  Section  l6  of  The  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  1955 1 premises  have  to  be  registered  by  the  local 
authority  for  - 

(a)  the  sale,  or  the  manufacture  for  the  purpose  of 
sale,  of  ice-cream,  or  the  storage  of  ice-cream 
intended  for  sale,  or 

(b)  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or 
potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food 
intended  for  sale. 

In  1967  the  Council  registered  four  premises  and  below  is 
shown  the  number  of  premises  on  the  Council’s  Register  at 
the  end  of  the  year.

Food  Complaints 

Powers  to  deal  with  food  complaints  are  provided  in 
Sections  2 and  8 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

In  1967  five  complaints  were  received  from  persons 
who  felt  they  had  been  sold  food  which  was  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  An  investigation  was  made  of  these  complaints 
and  the  vendors  of  the  food  in  question  were  informed  and 
invited  to  submit  explanations. 

Two  of  the  complaints  were  of  foreign  matter  in  the 
food,  details  of  which  follow: 

Carton  of  beef  dripping  containing  one  virtually 
complete  body  of  a blowfly  and  part  of  a second 
similar  fly.  The  Council  instituted  legal  pro- 
ceedings against  the  vendor  under  Section  2 of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act.  . The  case  had  not  been  heard  by 
the  end  of  1967* 
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A fruit  lollipop  containing  part  of  a wasp.  A warning 

letter  was  sent  to  the  manufacturers  of  the  lollipop. 

One  complaint  related  to  a carton  of  cream  said  to  be 
unsound.  Examination  by  the  Public  Analyst  showed  that 
although  the  container  was  in  a highly  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition, the  chemical  and  bacteriological  condition  of  the 
cream  was  normal  and  contamination  had  not  occurred.  The 
matter  of  the  damaged  container  was  taken  up  with  the  vendor. 

One  complaint  related  to  a can  of  peaches  which  the 
consumer  thought  had  a peculiar  smell.  The  can  of  peaches 
was  submitted  for  examination  by  the  Public  Analyst  whose 
report  showed  them  to  be  free  from  any  harmful  substances 
or  deleterious  impurities  such  as  would  adversely  affect 
the  taste  or  render  the  food  injurious  to  health. 

One  complaint  was  of  saveloys  in  unsound  condition. 
Examination  revealed  that  a certain  amount  of  dehydration 
had  taken  place  indicating  staleness  but  the  saveloys  were 
not  unfit.  A verbal  caution  was  given  to  the  vendor  regarding 
stock  rotation  etc. 

Section  9 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 i relates  to  the 
examination  and  seizure  of  suspected  food.  An  authorised 
officer  of  a Council  may  at  all  reasonable  times  examine  any 
food  intended  for  human  consumption  which  has  been  sold,  or 
is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  is  in  the  possession  of, 
or  has  been  deposited  with  or  consigned  to,  any  person  for  the 
purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale,  and,  if  it  appears 
to  him  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  may  seize  it  and 
remove  it  in  order  to  have  it  dealt  with  by  a Justice  of  the 
Peace. 


No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during 
the  year,  but  requests  were  received  from  trades  people  for 
examination  of  suspected  food.

82  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  which 
is  the  prescribed  test  for  ice-cream,  and  were  reported  on 
as  follov/s; 


Grade  1-54 
Grade  II  - 24- 
Grade  III  - 2 

Grade  IV  - 2 

Grades  I and  II  are  satisfactory.  Grades  III  and  IV 
are  unsatisfactory  and  in  these  cases  investigations  are 
carried  out  with  a view  to  locating  faulty  methods  used  in 
the  process  of  manufacture  of,  or  in  the  handling  of  the  ice 
cream  and  repeat  samples  are  taken. 

MILK 

At  the  end  of  I967,  there  were  24  persons  registered  to 
sell  milk  in  the  District  in  accordance  with  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959*  All  milk  sold  to  the  public 
must  bear  one  of  the  special  designations  in  accordance  with  the 
Milk(Special  Designation) Regulations  I963  and  amendment  of  1965* 


Prescribed  Tests  All  milk  sold  to  the  public  must  comply  with 
prescribed  tests  according  to  the  designations.  71  samples  of 
mill^  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for 
the  prescribed  tests  and  below  are  the  particulars: 

Pasteurised  milk:  kk  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  Test;  2 
failed  the  test.  All  samples  satisfied  the  Phosphatase  Test. 

Untreated  (farm  bottled)  milk:  23  samples  satisfied  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test;  1 failed  and  there  was  one  void  result. 

All  failed  samples  were  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

Biological  examination  of  milk:  25  samples  of  untreated  (farm 
bottled)  milk  were  sent  for  examination  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacillus  and  the  brucella  orgcinisTii.  All  the  tests 
were  negative. 

SLAUGETERHOUxSES  ACT  1958 

SLAUGHTER  OF  AMBLiLS  ACT  1958 

There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  and  six 
persons  have  licences  to  slaughter  animals.  On  page  26  is  a 
table  showing  particulars  of  the  inspections.  The  causes  of 
condemnation  were:  two  sheep,  fevered  and  septicaemic;  one  pig, 
ureamia;  two  calves,  septicaemia;  one  calf,  pyaemia;  one  calf, 
immaturity.

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HOUSING 


Local  authorities  have  duties  in  relation  to  housing 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  1936  and  I96I  and  the  Housing 
Acts. 


Under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  the  main  action  is 
in  respect  of  Nuisances  - their  discovery  and  abatement. 
These  are  dealt  with  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Other  aspects  of  housing  are  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Act  1957  and  other  relevant  Acts. 

HOUSING  ACT  1957 

This  Act  makes  provision  for  securing  the  repair, 
maintenance  and  sanitary  condition  of  houses;  for  clearance 
and  redevelopment;  for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding  and 
for  the  provision  of. housing  accommodation. 

Section  I6  - Power  of  local  authority  to  accept  undertaking 
as  to  reconstruction  or  use  of  unfit  house. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  I6  (4)  of  the  Housing  Act 
1957  an  undertaking  was  accepted  by  the  Council  that  The 
Thatched  House,  Amberley  would  not  be  used  as  a dwelling 
in  its  present  condition  upon  the  rehousing  of  the 
occupiers. 

With  regard  to  undertakings  accepted  by  the  Council  in 
1965  in  respect  of  the  houses  named  below,  the  works 
necessary  to  render  the  respective  houses  fit  were 
completed  in  1967  and  the  undertakings  were  cancelled. 

1.  Bethany,  Georges  Lane,  Washington. 

2.  Clayton  Cottages,  Sullington. 

The  Council  considered  an  official  representation  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  respect  of  the  premises 
named  below  and  notice  of  time  (January  I968)  and  place 
for  consideration  of  the  condition  of  the  house  was  served 
on  the  owner. 

Delta,  Bracken  Lane,  Storrington. 
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Section  1?  - Duty  of  local  authority  to  make  demolition  or 
closing  order  or  to  purchase  house  where  no 
undertalcing  is  accepted. 

Closing  Order 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of  the 
Housing  Act  1957,  the  Council  made  a closing  order  in 
respect  of  the  premises  named  below,  prohibiting  their 
use  for  any  purpose  other  than  a purpose  approved  by  the 
Council. 

1, Church  Lane,  Upper  Seeding,  Steyning. 

An  appeal  was  lodged  with  the  County  Court  against  the 
closing  order  and  was  due  to  be  heard  in  June  19^7 • The 
appeal,  however,  was  not  heard. 

Later  in  this  report  i1^  will  be  seen  that  these  premises 
were  included  in  the  ”1  - 9 Church  Lane,  Upper  Seeding 
Clearance  Area." 

Demolition  Orders 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of  the 
Housing  Act  1957  the  Council  made  a demolition  order  in 
respect  of  the  premises  knol^nl  as: 

1/2  Railway  Cottages,  St,  Sololphs. 

In  respect  of  a demolition  order  made  in  December  1966  on 
the  premises  named  below,  the  Council  extended  to 
1st  February,  1968,  the  period  allowed  for  the  demolition 
of  the  property  in  view  of  an  appeal  lodged  with  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  against  the 
decision  of  the  Council  to  refuse  planning  permission. 

The  Bungalow,  Old  House  Corner,  Nutboume,  Pulborough. 

In  respect  of  a demolition  order  made  in  June  1965  in 
respect  of  premises  named  below,  the  Council,  without 
prejudice  to  the  powers  contained  in  Section  22  of  the 
Housing  Act  1957,  permitted  the  owners  of  the  premises 
a further  twelve  months  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
the  demolition  order. 

The  Bungalow,  Bylesborough,  Henfield, 

In  respect  of  a demolition  order  made  in  1965  in  respect 
of  the  premises  named  below,  the  Council  considered 
proposals  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  owner  to 
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substitute  a Closing  Order  for  the  Demolition  Order  to  enable 
her  to  use  the  promises  as  a garden  store.  The  Council  detera- 
ined  the  Demolition  Order  and  approved  the  use  of  the  premises 
as  a garden  store. 

Hatches  Bungalov/,  East  Street,  West  Chiltington. 


Section  k2  - Pov/er  to  declare  an  area  to  be  a clearance 
area. 

In  1967  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  an  Official 
Representation  in  accordance  with  Sections  42  and  157  of  the 
Housing  Act  1957  that  Nos.  1 to  9,  Church  Lane,  Upper  Deeding 
were  unfit  for  human  habitation,  or  were  by  reason  of  their 
bad  arrangement,  or  the  narrowness  or  bad  arrangement  of  the 
streets,  dangerous  or  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  inhabit** 
ants  of  the  area, and  that  the  most  satisfactory  method  of 
dealing  with  the  conditions  in  the  area  was  the  demolition  of 
all  the  buildings  in  the  area. 

The  Council  declared  the  area  to  be  a Clearance  Area, 
cited  ”1  - 9 Church  Lane  Upper  Deeding  Clearance  Area”  that  is 
to  say,  an  area  to  be  cleared  of  all  buildings  in  accordance 
v;ith  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  proceeded  by  way  of  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order. 

The  owner  of  each  property  objected  to  the  Order  and 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  held  a public 
local  inquiry  into  the  Order. 

The  Minister  did  not  confirm  the  Order,  and  below  I give 
points  from  the  Report  of  the  Minister’s  Inspector. 

The  Minister’s  Inspector  had  reported  that  Nos.  1,  5» 

8,  and  9 were  unfit  for  human  habitation  but  that  Nos.  2,  5i 
4,  6,  and  7 were  fit  for  human  habitation  and”although  the 
properties  are  congested  on  their  sites  and  there  is  a subst- 
antial degree  of  bad  arrangement  in  the  case  of  Nos.  5 “ 9 at 
the  back”  he  was  not  satisfied  that  demolition  of  the 
properties  is  the  most  satisfactory  course. 

The  Inspector  felt  that  there  v\fould  be  some  loss  to  the 
village  if  as  a group  the  houses  were  to  disappear.  He  consid- 
ered it  possible,  in  view  of  its  widespread  defects  that  No.  1 
might  have  to  be  demolished,  but  this  would  have  little  effect 
on  the  scene. 

V/hile  the  Inspector  did  not  consider  Nos.  2,  3>  4,  and 
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7,  unfit  for  human  habitation,  he  found  defects  in  these 
houses;  dampness  in  Nos.  2,  4,  and  7;  deficient  ventilation 
in  the  kitchen  of  No.  3;  unsatisfactory  arrangements  for  the 
preparation  and  cooking  of  food  in  Nos.  3>  ^^nd  4;  He  also 
stated  that  natural  lighting  was  poor  in  parts  in  Nos.  3»  and 
4. 


As  regards  Slum  Clearance  Programmes  the  Council  did  not 
submit  a programme  either  for  the  period  1955  - 60  or  for  the 
period  I960  - 65  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment. 

Provision  of  Housing  Accommodation

HOUSING  (FINANCIAL  PROVISIONS)  ACT  I968 


Section  30  - Power  to  make  Improvement  Grants 

Under  Section  30  of  this  Act  grants  may  be  made  by  local 
authorities  to  help  owners  to  improve  houses  to  a good  stand- 
ard or  to  convert  them  into  flats.  These  grants  are  known  as 
Discretionary  Grants. 

In  1967  the  Council  approved  grants  in  respect  of  17 
properties.  The  majority  of  the  grants  were  for  £400.  The 
lowest  amount  of  grant  v;as  £256.  Three  applications  were  not 
granted. 

Section  43  - Power  of  local  authorities  to  make  advances, 

A local  authority  may  advance  money  to  any  persons  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring  houses,  constructing  houses  etc. 
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In  1967  the  Council  approved  advances  to  15  persons  to 
assist  them  in  the  purchase  or  construction  of  houses. 

One  advance  was  for  £5i000;  one  for  £4,000; 
one  for  £3»600;  one  for  £3 >250;  two  for  £3,000 
six  between  £2,300  and  £2,950;  one  for  £900; 
one  for  £580;  and  one  for  £320. 

Three  applications  were  not  approved. 


HOUSE  PUSCHASS  £<  HOUSING  ACT  1959 
as  amended  by  Housing  Act  I96I  & Housing  Act  1964 

Under  this  Act  local  authorities  are  required  to  make 
grants  known  as  Standard  Grants  towards  the  cost  of  providing 
the  standard  amenities  which  a house  lacks,  viz  fixed  bath 
or  shower;  wash  hand  basin;  internal  water  closet;  hot  water 
supply;  food  store. 

These  grants  can  be  claimed  as  a right  subject  to  certain 
conditions. 

In  1967  the  Council  approved  I7  standard  grant  applicat- 
ions. 


CAH'iVAI^  SITES  CONTROL  OF  DIWELOPMENT  ACT  I96O 

This  Act  provides  a licensing  system  for  caravans  and 
amends  the  law  relating  to  town  and  country  planning 
generally  and  not  only  to  caravan  sites. 

Fourteen  caravan  sites  are  licensed  in  the  District  and 
there  are  approximately  three  hundred  and  fifty  caravans, 

LAI'ID  CHARGES  ACT  1925 

Enquiries  as  to  any  outstanding  sanitary  or  other  notices 
were  answered  in  respect  of  1,157  searches. 


- oOo  - 
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FACTORIES  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


Under  the  Factories  Act  I96I,  District  Councils  have 
certain  responsibilities  in  connection  with  general  health 
and  welfare  provisions  in  factories.  These  differ  according 
to  whether  the  factory  is  a power  factory  or  a non-power 
factory,  i.e,  whether  mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are  con- 
cerned with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors  and  sanitary 
conveniences. 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions 
being  the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  who  is 
also  responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirement 
relating  to  the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork. 

The  law  relating  to  outworkers  is  dealt  with  in  Sections 
133  and  13^1  Part  VIII  of  the  Factories  Act.  The  classes  of 
outwork  to  which  the  provisions  relate  are  specified  by 
Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
every  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier 
in  the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and 
manner  lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons 
employed  by  them  as  outworkers. 

A copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Local 
Authority  where  the  factory  is  sitiaated  and  if  the  place  of 
employment  of  the  outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the 
factory  is  situated  the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to 
forward  the  name  and  address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate 
District  Council. 

Section  13^  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons 
in  unwholesome  premises. 

On  the  next  two  pages  are  tables  showing  the  prescribed 
particulars  which  are  required  by  Section  133  (1)  of  the  Factories 
Act  1961,  to  be  furnished  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  their 
Annual  Reports  with  respect  to  matters  under  Parts  I and  VIII  of 
that  Act  which  are  administered  by  the  District  Council.
